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THE NEW RULES BOOK 
AND MANUAL 


Before describing the new A.F.L.A. Rules 
Book and Manual, | must apologize to the 
members for the delay in publication which 
Fas caused so much inconvenience through- 
out the country. Unfortunately, at a crucial 
period in the production of the manuscript, 
my own professional commitments required 
¢ temporary suspension of work on the rules, 
and it was not possible for someone else 
to pick up the assignment at that point. 
However, | am happy to report that the 
manuscript is all at the printer’s, and that 
the finished product will be available before 
the national championships. | therefore urge 
every member of the A.F.L.A. who is en- 
titled to a copy (all members in good stand- 
ing except student members) to be sure that 
his correct name and address is on file in the 
office of the Recording Secretary before 
April 30, 1957. Envelopes for the mailing 
of the book will be prepared during April, 
and nothing can be done without the co- 
operation of the members about incomplete 
membership lists and incorrect addresses. 

The Plan of the Book 

A year ago the Board of Governors in- 
structed the Rules Committee to revise the 
format of our rules to conform with the 1955 
F.1.E. rules as far as possible, including the 
numbering system. One of the reasons was 
the fact that more and more of our fencers 
are participating in international competi- 
tions. Another was that, if changes are made 
in the F.I.E. rules, it is easier to incorporate 
those changes in the United States rules if 
we have the same numbering system. These 
reasons outweighed the advantages which 
the format of our 1940 and 1951 rules had 
over the F.I.E.’s. However, the change re- 
quired a complete rearrangement of the ma- 
terial, involving the typing of nearly 400 
pages of manuscript. 

The F.1.E. Rules Book contains six major 
divisions or ‘‘titles’’; the A.F.L.A. Rules Book 
contains eight. The first six follow the F.I.E. 
exactly: (1) Rules applicable to all weapons, 
(2) Foil, (3) Epee, (4) Sabre, (5) Organi- 
zation of international competitions, and 
(6) International code of discipline. In the 
first four, any U.S. variation or clarification 
of the internationat rules is noted immedi- 
ately after the F.I.E. text; our book, how- 
/ ever, also includes the 1956 international

rules for the electrical foil as a supplement 
to Title Il. The variations on organization 
of competitions and the basic disciplinary 
structure were so substantial as to warrant 
a special new title (No.7) on the rules for 
U.S. competitions; and the final title (No.8) 
is the new A.F.L.A. Manual. 


Revised Classification Rules 

One good by-product of the delay in the 
publication of the new Rules Book is the re- 
vised text of the classification rules, which 
embodies the best suggestions received for 
improvement during the past three or four 
months. (See text elsewhere in this issue.) 
The basic principle has proved generally ac- 
ceptable, although there is still some con- 
fusion among people who think that a 
‘division’ rather than a ‘‘competition”’ is to 
be rated. The new development has been the 
introduction of a common yardstick for 
Group | and Group || competitions, to wit, 
the level of competition provided in the final 
round, which should be comparable to the 
s2mi-finals and quarter-finals of the national 
championships respectively. Of course, this is 
not infallible, but at least it serves as a 
continuing guide to achieve the original ob- 
jectives of a national system. Thus, if a divi- 
sion wants its sabre championship rated in 
Group | or Group II, it can show how many 
of its sabre fencers progressed how far in the 
nationals, and the Board of Governors has 
some2 concrete basis for distinguishing be- 
tween specific events without having to make 
wholly subjective judgments. 


At the suggestion of a number of divi- 
sions, a new Group II! has been created to 
identify the divisional competitions in which 
the winner must become a Class C fencer; 
this rating is determined exclusively by each 
division and does not require approval of 
the Board of Governors. In addition, the 
rules make it clear that each division may 
schedule competitions for preps or novices, 
or any other sub-class of the unclassified 
fencers, if it so wishes, by announcing the 
basis on which such sub-class is deter- 
mined. The main difference from the old 
rules is that these sub-groups are purely 
divisional classes; from a national stand- 
point all members of the sub-groups remain 
“unclassified.”’ 
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Revised Terminology 


The most striking change in terminology 
is the elimination of the word ‘foul’ to 
designate hits outside the target. Although 
our explanations to the public have indi- 
cated that the ‘’foul’’ in fencing is some- 
what like the ‘’foul’’ in baseball, the spec- 
tators have a tendency to think of such 
fouls as in boxing—an illegal blow for which 
the fencer should be penalized. The F.I.E. 
term, in judging, is ‘’Yes, but invalid.’’ Our 
preference was for ‘’Off target,’’ since the 
judges technically report a fact and do not 
pass upon validity 


Insofar as possible, we have tried to use 
the word “‘hit’’ as the generic term for any 
action arriving on or off target; and the 
word “‘touch”’ for valid hits. Thé word ‘’strip’’ 
has been extended to include both the ‘’field 
of play’’ (the customary F.I.E. term) and the 
compulsory ‘‘end zones”’ for safe retreat over 
an unbroken surface. We have aiso followed 
the F.1.E. in using ‘’President of the Jury” in 
lieu of ‘‘director,’’ since the latter term has 
not gained acceptance outside of the United 
States 


The Manual 


The A.F.L.A. Manual hos four chapters: 
First, a brief history of the League, its Con- 
stitution and By-laws, the Articles of Allli- 
ance with the A.A.U. and pertinent ab- 
stracts of the F.1.E. statutes. This is designed 
to give A.F.L.A. members a better perspective 
of the functions of the League nationally and 
internationally. The second chapter includes 
the Amateur Code, the rules on exhibitions 
and on the Professional Certificate of Merit 
(all of which were in the old rules book), 
and a brief section on the administration of 
national affairs. The third chapter contains 
a number of suggestions on divisional man- 
agement, such as how to run a competition. 
The final chapter is the Judging Guide, which 
has sections on terminology, the theory of 
the right of way, typical problems in judging 
foil and sabre, and typical problems in direct- 
ing combat. It is hoped that the new sec- 
tions of this chapter will prove particularly 
useful in standardizing our practice in offi- 
ciating throughout the country in accordance 
with the best modern international practice.

AMENDMENTS TO THE A.F.L.A. 
BY-LAWS 


To be vot. ! upon at annual meeting 
June 14, 1957 


(1) Chapter Il, Section 1, paragraphs 
(f) and (g): Change wording of last sen- 
tence so that one-half of the Life Mem- 
bership fee ‘’shall be paid over to the Secre- 
tary of the League and one-half shall be 
retained by the division.” (No change in 
content.) 

(2) Chapter IV, Section 6. Change ‘’be- 
fore entering upon their duties’’ to ‘’before 
exercising their offices.’’ (No change in 
meaning. ) 

(3) Chapter V, Section 2. Add provision 
for giving notice of Annual Meeting in of- 
ficial publication, in accordance with estab- 
lished practice, and delete reference to ballot 
enclosed with notice. 


(4) Chapter V, Section 3. Add provision 
for mailing ballots and return envelopes on 
or before April 15. (This ties in with Section 
2, and the combined meaning of the two 
sections remains the same.) 


(5) Chapter V, Section 4. Delete this 
section entirely. It is obsolete in view of the 
creation of the Metropolitcn Division and 
the new method of electing non-divisional 
governors adopted in 1956. 


(6) Chapter VI, Section 3. Change date 
of annual meeting of the Board of Gover- 
nors to read ‘‘during the month of Septem- 
ber.’ The provision for meeting prior to 
September 10 was designed to insure prompt 
action on Metropolitan schedule; now obso- 
lete. 


(7) Chapter VI, Section 4. Standardize 
notice for all special meetings of the Board 
at a minimum of 10 days, instead of 20 
for some and 5 for others. 

(8) Chapter VI, Section 5. Eliminate re- 
strictions on subjects that may properly be 
submitted to mail vote. 

(9) Chapter VI, Section 10. Simplify mail 
procedure by eliminating restrictions on mat- 
ters that may be submitted to mail vote 
and by fixing closing date for voting at a 
minimum of 15 days (rather than 35) after 
mailing of question. 
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World Championships. \/ord was received 
late in February from the F.I.E. President, 
Mr. Ferri, that the decision on the place of 
the World Chcmpionships for 1957 would 
not be made for a few weeks. The chief 
difficulty about scheduling them in the Unit- 
ed States is that many countries are short 
of travel funds due to the heavy expense 
incurred in connection with the Olympics 
in Australia. If the 1957 championships go 
elsewhere, there is a strong likelihood that 
the 1958 competition will come to the 
United States. 


F.1.E. Congress. Col. Thomas J. Carhart 
has been designat2d to represent the A.F.L.A. 
at the Congress in Paris on May 10. The 
United States protest concerning the dis- 
crimination against the North American 
American member of the Bout Committee at 
the Olympic Games in the matter of living 
expenses will be placed on the agenda of 
the Congress. 


National Championships. Excellent ar- 
rangements have been made for this year’s 
national championship tournament in Mil- 
waukee, as reported elsewhere in this issue. 
Particular attention is to be called to the 
fact that the finals of the two individual 
foil events are to be fenced with the electri- 
cal weapon. The appointment of Donald G. 
Thompson of illinois as chairman of the 
national bout committee, and of James Cas- 
tello cs A.F.L.A. technical director, were 
approved. 


Armed Forces. Admiral Radford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, has expressed 
keen interest in those sports in which we 
did not do well in the Olympics. Service men 
are requested to write to him for coordinating 
information. He is also interested in the 
possibilities for a national service champion- 
ship tournament.

In National Championship Tournament 


Divisional Secretary. The divisional secre- 
tary must certify to League Secretary Ralph 
Goldstein the complete list of divisional 
qualifiers and alternates (in order). This 
certification does not constitute an entry, but 
is simply designed to show that the individ- 
uals and teams are authorized to participate 
in the nationals. The list will be checked 
at national headquarters against the list of 
members in good standing, and will then be 
forwarded to the national bout committee 
chairman for his information. It is essential 
that the official certification reach the 
League Secretary before May 19, 1957. 


Filing of Entries. Each qualified individual 
and team must file a formal entry, accom- 
panied by the entry fee, with Mrs. Mary 
Jane Schmidt, 1901 East Beverly Road, Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, so that it arrives not 
later than May 19, 1957. Entries without 
entry fee may be rejected. If the entry is 
that of an alternate, it must be accompanied 
by a certification of the divisional secretary 
to the effect that a regular qualifier has 
withdrawn and the entrant is entitled to 
compete. The plan of competition will be 
based on entries received through May 19, 
1957. 


Withdrawal of Entries. |f an entered qual- 
ifier withdraws prior to June 1, 1957, his 
place may be taken by an alternate provided 
that the alternate files his entry prior to 
June 1, 1957, and that the substitution be 
certified by the divisional secretary in ac- 
cordance with the rules. 


Fencing Schedule. The facilities at the 
Milwaukee Arena are large enough to permit 
completion of each event on a single day. 
Competitors must report in fencing cos- 
tume at least a half hour before the indi- 
cated starting time. Finals of individual 
events will ordinarily be held in the evening, 
except the women’s final which will start 
at 4 p.m. and should be completed by 7 p.m. 


Epee underjacket: The inner epee under- 
jacket, to fit under the arm-pit of the 
weapon arm is required without exception 
of all team and individual competitors in 
epee. All contestants are warned that in- 
spection will be made and those not proper- 
ly equipped will be denied the right to com- 
pete.

Electrical foil: The individual finals in 
foil for both men and women will be fenced 
with the electrical foil. All fencers who hold 
1956 national ranking are required, as a 
condition of their entry, to have two electric 
foils, two body cords—in good working or- 
der—and a properly fitted matellic vest. 
Finalists who are not 1956 Ranking Fencers 
and do not have their own equipment may 
rent a weapon, cord and vest from the 
League at a cost of $5.CO. This special 
arrangement is for 1957 only. By next year 
it is expected that every competitor in the 
nationals will have his own minimum equip- 
ment. 


Dressing facilities: Registration will be at 
the Arena. Free towel service will be pro- 
vided. There will be a limited number of 
lockers available on a first come, first 
served basis. However, adequate clothing 
racks for everyone will be provided in the 
dressing rooms and all dressing rooms will 
be attended. There will be no facilities for 
checking valuables at the Arena. 


Food: Sandwiches, coffee, beer, milk, 
soft drinks, candy and other light food can 
be purchased at the Arena. No other food 
service will be available there. 


Hotel accommodations: Tournament head- 
quarters will be at the Schroeder Hotel, 509 
West Wisconsin Avenue, just two blocks 
from the Arena in the heart of downtown 
Milwaukee. This hotel has reserved 50 rcoms 
for fencers. Rates start at $5.50 for a single 
and $10.00 for a double.

DR. GERALD |. CETRULO 


Fencing lost one of its greatest promoters 
in Eastern schools and colleges when Dr. 
Gerald |. Cetrulo died suddenly of a heart 
attack at International Airport, New York, 
minutes after returning home from a vaca- 
tion trip in March. Dr. Cetrulo was for many 
years chairman of the A.F.L.A.’s New Jersey 
Division, of which he and Dr. James Flynn 
were organizers. He was an outstanding col- 
lege fencer while at Dartmouth, where he 
was graduated ‘’cum laude’ in 1928. He 
won the Metropolitan Foil Championship in 
1931, while a medical student, and qualified 
for the 1932 Olympic team Eut could not 
compete because of the time demands of 
his internship. Despite his busy practice—he 
was a porminent Newark surgeon, Assistant 
Medical Director of Newark City Hospital 
and Assistant Dean of the Postgraduate 
Division of Seton Hall Medical School—Dr. 
Cetrulo was one of the most active and suc- 
cessful fencing coaches in New Jersey. His 
Barringer High School team was credited 
with 101 and his Seton Hall University team 
with 87 consecutive victories. 

“Doc’’ is survived by his father, Gerardo 
Cetrulo, now 82, who was a fencing master 
in Europe and claimed the U. S. professional 
championship from 1915 to 1925; his wife, 
Alberta; four brothers, Dean (former na- 
tional foil and sabre champion) , Don, Guido, 
and Gus; and two sons, Gerald Jr. and Cur- 
tis, who are members of the Barringer High 
School fencing team.

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NAVY WINS THREE-WEAPON 
I.F.A. TITLE 


Tops N.Y.U. by One Point in Final Bout; 
Violet Takes Three Crowns. 


In a story-book finish, Navy’s embattled 
Midshipmen successfully defended their 
three-weapon team title in the 60th annual 
championships of the Intercollegiate Fencing 
Association, outscoring the pre-tournament 
favorite, N.Y.U., in the last bout, 73-72. 
Only a week earlier, N.Y.U. had defeated 
the Naval Academy, 14-13, in the last bout, 
to finish an unbeaten dual-meet season. 

The Middies got off to a good start by 
capturing the epee team title with 26 points, 
largely on Jim Woods’ undefeated record 
in 11 bouts; Columbia was second with 25, 
and N.Y.U. third with 23. N.Y.U. came 
back strongly to win the foil team with 27 
points (high for the meet) to Yale’s 25 
and Navy’s 24. Thus the two leading con- 
tenders entered the sabre tied at 50 points. 
With three bouts to fence, Navy led with 
71 points, NYU had 69 and Columbia 68. 
The Violet swept through Cornell in its last 
three bouts, to post its 72-point total, 
while Navy and Columbia met in the climax 
match. Columbia’s Edward Magnani de- 
feated Charles Eidson by one touch to clinch 
the sabre team title; then Jim Estep of 
Navy beat Frank Parisi by one touch to 
insure a tie for the three-weapon title; and 
Larry Polk nailed Joe Bloom, again by one 
touch, to give Navy its hard-earned victory. 
The Midshipmen’s triumph was a fitting trib- 
ute to Coach Joseph Fiems, dean of the col- 
lege coaches, who is scheduled to retire at 
the end of the current academic year. 


N.Y.U. Takes Iron Man 

For N.Y.U. the chief consolation was its 
splendid victory in the foil team event, which 
carries possession of the famous Little Iron 
Man trophy, oldest intercollegiate athletic 
trophy in the U.S. Coach Castello’s charges 
also accounted for two of the three individ- 
ual titles, as Bernie Balaban easily won the 
sabre and Al Peredo defeated Yale’s John 
Norton, 5-4, in an exciting fence-off. 

Columbia, like Navy, won two champion- 
ships, as Jim Margolis captured the individ- 
ual epee event to add to the sabre team 
crown. As usual, Coach Irving DeKoff suc- 
ceeded in bringing his squad, somewhat be- 
low par due to a weakness in foil, to a high 
pitch of efficiency for these championships, 
and the Morningsiders were in contention for 
the big prize right to the end. 

Yale made a strong bid for the foil team 
title, leading by one point at the half-way 
mark, and like N.Y.U. placed two men in 
the individual foil final. Penn tied Navy for 
second place in the sabre team, and won 
fourth place in the epee team, but its weak- 
ness in foil proved a serious handicap in 
the three-weapon race. 

Navy produced the only two undefeated 
fencers in the team competitions in Woods 
(epee) and Frank Larson, who made the 
No. 3 spot in foil in the closing stages of 
the season.

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OUT OF THE PAST 


By Jose de Capriles 
| recently acquired some of the earliest AFLA 
publications including the 1892 Rules Book and 
Constitution (the League was founded May 6, 
1891). It is interesting to note some passages 
from the fencing rules which were in effect on 
April 20, 1892 


Foil 

A competition shall be conducted by three 
Judges for each beut whose decision shall be 
final end without appeal. 

Each contestant shall fence a bout with 
every other contestant. Each bout shall be 
for an aggregate of 5 touches, each touch to 
count | point. 

Each Judge, without consulting with his 
fellow judges, may award to each contestant 
in the bout a maximum of 50/100ths of a 
point for defense, 50/10Cths of a point for 
attack, and 50/100ths for general good 
form, or any part thereof. The award shall 
be determined by the average of the points 
thus allowed by the Judges. This method of 
judging is based on the idea that the con- 
test is intended as an exhibition of skill as 
well as the securing of touches. 

The competitor attacked must parry; stop- 
thrusts count in favor of the giver provided 
he be not touched himself. If both be touched 
simultaneously the count shall be credited to 
the one who lunged. If both lunged neither 
counts. 

A point scored from a thrust started with 
the elbow behind the body (jab thrusts) shall 
not count. 

Each competitor shall wear a dark fencing 
suits so that white chalk marks can be easily 
s2en. 

Contestants shal! fence within a marked 
space 20’ long and 3’ wide. Should any part 
of a contestant’s foot extend beyond the 
boundary line 50/100ths point shall be de- 
ducted from his final score for each offense. 

The contestant scoring the highest aggre- 
gate of points shall be declared the winner, 
the next highest second, and so on. 


Epee 

A touch on any part of the adversary 
counts and the limitations of space shall not 
hold. 

There shall be no award for attack, de- 
fense, or general good form. 

Each bout shall be for an aggregate of 
3 touches. 

If both contestants are touched by simul- 
taneous lunges the Judges shall deduct 1/4th 
of a point for each offense from each con- 
testant. 

Each competitor shall wear a dark fencing 
suit and gloves. 


National Championships 

Medal men only of the preceding year 
shall be privileged to fence for champion- 
ship honors without qualifying in prelimi- 
naries. 

Division meetings shall be held at least 
one month prior to the National Champion- 
ship which shall be considered prelminary 
to the Championship meeting. 

No fencer shall be eligible to enter the 
National Championship (except medallists) 
unless he shall have attained a score of at 
least 55% of the possible number of points 
to-be obtained at such prelinimary meeting. 
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Constitution 

The Board of Governors was then called 
the Executive Committee and consisted of 
7 New Yorkers which included the officers 
of the League. Each division had one dele- 
gate who was not considered a member of 
the Executive Committee. The League had 
191 members (all male of course), and 
there were 3 divisions: New England, Ne- 
braska and Utah. 

The Constitution defined an Amateur as 
follows: 

“An Amateur Fen-er is one who has 

never competed for money in public or 

private exhibition, nor given instruc- 
tions for money. A Fencer who is known 
to frequently assist an instructor or one 

who is known to habitually attend a 

salle d’armes, assisting an instructor in 

the discherge of his duties, whether 
such assistance or work be paid for or 
not, cannot be considered an amateur.”’ 

The Executive Committee had no power 
to incur any obligation cver $100.00 with- 
out receiving authority from a recorded vote 
of a general meeting of the League mem- 
bership. 

Any me2mber of the Executive Committee 
who, without satisfactory explanation, failed 
to attend two consecutive meetings was 
deemed to have resigned. 





Competitions for Beginners

National Wemen’s Fencing Coaches Assn. 

Five years ago | inaugurated an annual 
fencing tournament at Brandeis University, 
Waltham, Massachusetts, designed to give 
beginners an opportunity to test their skills. 
This year the event was held on March 10 
and drew over 75 students from Wellesley, 
Radcliffe, Sargent, Pine Manor, Dana Hall, 
Y.M.C.A., Warwick High School and Bran- 
deis University. The fencing instructors from 
these institutions and guest coaches from 
M.1.T., Harvard and Boston University su- 
pervised the competitions. 

The special characteristics of this tourna- 
ment is the classification of contestants ac- 
cording to the amount of instruction they 
have received. There were three classes: 


Class Ill, 6-9 months under instruction; 
Class II, 9-14 months under instruction; 
Class |, 14 months to two years under in- 
struction. Medals were awarded to first, 


second and third place in each class. Over 
50% of the competitors were in Class III. 

The enthusiasm shown during and after 
the competition confirms that this annual 
event provides real incentive for more schools 
to imitate and develop fencing within their 
Physical Education program. In addition it 
motivates beginners to continue active inter- 
est in fencing.

REVISED TEXT OF 
CLASSIFICATION RULES 


(522). A fencer becomes eligible for 
Class A ranking (1) by winning any of the 
first six places in the U.S. national individual 
championship; (2) by winning first place 
in any U.S. sectional, interdivisional, or divi- 
sional individual competition rated nationally 
by the Board of Governors as a Group | com- 
petition; (3) by competing as a repre- 
sentatives of the United States in the fencing 
events of the Olympic or Pan-American 
Games; (3) by competing as a representa- 
tive of the United States in other interna- 
tional events, provided his selection was 
based upon open tryouts; (5) by being a 
semi-finalist in the individual World Cham- 
pionship; (6) by attaining distinction in 
another country as a competitive fencer 
which in the judgement of the Board of 
Governors is equivalent to that involved in 
the preceding clauses of this paragraph. 

(523). A fencer becomes eligible for 
Class B ranking (1) by achieving success in 
national competitions that warrants his se- 
lection as a Ranking Fencer in any year; (2) 
by winning second or third place in any U.S. 
sectional, interdivisional, divisional individ- 
ual competition rated nationally by the 
Board of Governors as a Group | competi- 
tion; (3) by winning first place in any U.S. 
sectional, interdivisional, or divisional in- 
dividual competition rated nationally by the 
Board of Governors as a Group II competi- 
tion; (4) by winning first, second, or third 


place in the epee event of any Olympic, Pan- 


American, or World Championship in the 
modern pentathlon; (5) by competing in the 
World or other international individual 
championships recognized by the F.1.E.; (6) 
by competing as a member of an official 
U.S. fencing team in any international event, 
when his selection was not based on open try- 
outs; (7) by competing as a member of a 
team that wins a U.S. national championship; 
(8) by attaining Class A rating in another 
weapon; (9) by attaining distinction in an- 
other country as a competitive fencer which 
in the judgment of the Board of Governors 
is equivalent to that involved in the pre- 
ceding clauses of this paragraph. 

(524). A fencer becomes eligible for 
Class C ranking (1) by being a finalist in 
any U.S. sectional, interdivisional, or divi- 
sional competition rated nationally by the 
Board of Governors as a Group | competition; 
(2) by winning second or third place in any 
U.S. s2ctional, interdivisional, or divisional 
competition rated nationally by the Board 
of Governors as a Group || competition; (3) 
competing as a member of a team that 
places second or third in the U.S. national 
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championship; (4) by becoming a Class B 
fencer in another weapon; (5) by winning 
first place in any U.S. sectional, interdivi- 
sional or divisional competition, includng 
three-weapon events, designated as a Group 
Ill competition by the appropriate sectional 
or divisional Executive Committee. 

(527). Every member of the A.F.L.A. is 
personally responsible for ascertc'rina his 
competitive classification in each weapon. 
However, for the guidance of orga «ers of 
competitions, the Board of Governors will 
endeavor to publish, at the beginning of 
each fencing season, the list of members of 
the A.F.L.A. who have attained Class A 
and Class B ranking. 

(539). The results of sectional, interdivi- 
sional, divisional, or intercollegiate cham- 
pionships, or other competitions not desig- 
nated as national championships, shall not 
have the effect of classifying any competitor 
above Class C unless the particular event 
has been rated by the Board of Governors 
as a Group | or Group || competition. The 
national rating of competitions shall nor- 
mally be made by the Board of Governors 
on its own motion or upon petition by the 
appropriate Executive Committee and a 
showing that the probable strength of the 
competition warrants the classification of 
prize winners in the higher categories. Na- 
tional ratings of competitions will normally 
be changed only at the beginning of a 
fencing season by action of the Board of 
Governors on its own motion or upon petition 
of the appropriate governing body submitted, 
with reasons therefor, prior to September |. 

(540). Group | competitions will be des- 
ignated as such by the Board of Governors 
and will normally include only those sectional, 
interdivisional, and divisional championships 
which draw substantial number of Class A 
and Class B competitors and provide a level 
of competition in the finals which is com- 
parable to that of the semi-final round of 
the national championships. In Group | 
competitions, the first-place winner shall 
become a Class A fencer, second and third 
place winners shall become Class B fencers, 
and other finalists shall become Class C 
fencers if not previously ranked in such 
classifications. 

(541). Group II competitions will be des- 
ignated as such by the Board of Governors 
and will normally include the sectional 
championships not rated in Group |, those 
divisional and_ interdivisional competitions 
which draw a fair number of Class B and 
experienced Class C fencers and provide a 
level of competition in the finals which is 
comparable to that of the quarter-final 
round of the national championships, and the 
strongest intercollegiate championships. In 
Group I! competitions, the first-place win- 
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ner shall become a Class B fencer, and the 
second and third place winners shall become 
Class C fencers if not previously ranked in 
such classifications. 


(542). Group II1 competitions will be 
designated as such by the appropriate divi- 
sional or sectional Executive Committee on 
an autonomous basis. The first-place win- 
ner of a Group III competition shall become 
a Class C fencer if not previously ranked in 
such classification. 


(543). All competitions ranked national- 
ly in Group | and Group II, and all compe- | 
titions ranked sectionally or divisionally in 
Group III, shall be identified as such in 
the appropriate sectional, interdivisional, or 
divisional schedules. All other divisional, in- 
terdivisional, or sectional competitions shall 
have no bearing on the national classifica- 
tion of contestants. 


(544). However, in addition, every divi- 
sion is formally authorized to schedule and 
hold competitions restricted to unclassified 
fencers, or to fencers under a certain age, 
or to such unclassified fencers as are novices 
or relatively inexperienced; provided that, 
if some unclassified fencers are barred from 
such events, an appropriate description of 
the basis of eligibility of contestants shall be 
announced in the schedule.
